Such historic names as 
Bethlehem, Nazareth, Galilee, Samaria, Je- 
rusalem weave themselves irresistibly into 
the merry Christmas of the modern world.

When Secretary Davis charged the ten 
United States Army aviators of the five 
Pan-American flight planes to act as am- 
bassadors of good wil) to the republics of 
the southern continent he expressed a sen- 
timeat that will be echoed by all Amer. 
jeans who are awaiting with interest the 
news of the progress of the expedition and 
are wishing it all possible good luck. 

Not only will these representatives of 
this country on their 20,000-mile journey 
through the air serve as trail-biazers for 
the development of aviation that will join 
the widely spread capitais of the lower re 
publics with our American cities, ).t they 
will bear messages of amity that should 
forge new bonds between the United States 
and South America, a country which, per- 
haps without realizing the fact to its full- 
est, bas been under our protection for over 
100 years, or ever since the promulgation 
of the famous Monroe doctrine was set 
forth to the world in 1823. 

Since that time we have safeguarded the 
interests of our sister republics of the south 
with jealous solicitude, and whenever they 
were threatened by European nations we 
have made it plain that in that territory 
we would stand for no interference wnhica 


smacked of aggression, exploitation or dom- | 


inance of any sort. And it must always 
be a matter of great satisfaction to those 
weaker republics that we are on recor 
before the world as their ready and invin- 
cible champion. 

But ft is not to remind the peoples of 
South America of the facts just stated that 
we are sending our air argosies over the 
long and carefully mapped route that shall 
practically encircle their continent. The 
object is more to promote relations that 
shall benefit both countries and demon- 
strate the practical side of aerial naviga- 
tion on an extensive scale between them. 

It is fitting that the Army, which, as Sec- 
retary Davis has pointed out, “has often 
been called upon to represent the nation’s 
most progressive hopes,” should have sent 
the planes on their long flight. The doughty 
aviators of our military forces can be re 
lied upon to “get there” if reliance can be 
placed upon anybody, although they have 
had some unfortunate mishaps tn Mexico, 
and there is little reason to fear that they 
will not be given every possible assistance 
by the nations they will visit, for they 
have received full assurance of welcome 
wherever they may go. It will be Colum- 
bia’s day at each city in which they de- 
seend. The exuberant hospitality of Latin 
Americans will be in evidence everywhere 
on the southern continent. A thrill of na- 
tlonal pride accompanies the thought of 
what their reception will be in each of the 
larger cities they will visit.
